The Co-operative Association Act 

By M. Eliasson 

In the last issue of our paper, I stressed the importance 
of being conversant with the provisions of the Co-operative 
\ woH a tiorm A ct 

; Subsection (5), part (1), tells us the reason why: 

5. When registered the memorandum of association and 
by-laws bind the association and the members thereof to the 
same extent as if the memorandum and by-laws respectively 
>had been signed and sealed by each member and contained 
covenants binding each member, his heirs, executors and 
administrators, to observe subject to this Act all the pro¬ 
visions of the memorandum and of the by-laws. 

(1946, c. 6, s. 5) 

The above mentioned subsection is self-explanatory. It 
places the onus on every member of knowing their rights, 
privileges and responsibilities within the Act. The Recording 
Secretary of each of the Associate groups, that have become 
part of our Co-operative, have been provided with copies of 
the Co-operative Associations Act — the memorandum of 
Association and the by-laws. 

LIABILITIES OF SHAREHOLDERS AND MEMBERS 

20. (1) The liabilities of the shareholders of an associa¬ 
tion having share capital is limited so that 

(a) no shareholder in an association is in any manner 
liable for or chargeable with the payment of a debt or demand 
due by the association beyond the amount remaining unpaid 
of the face value of his share or shares, and 

(bj a shareholder having fully paid up the amount of 
His share or shares is absolved from all further liability. 

(1946, c. 6, s. 20)

Garden And 
Household Hints 

Before we know it we wil be out 
digging- in the garden and figuring 
out where to plant our favorite 
flowers and shrubs. Perhaps some 
hints on the type of soil' certaii 
well-know annuals thrive in woulc 
be useful at this time. 

In the poorer soil good result; 
nay be had from alyssum, ba! 
ham. bachelor buttons, Califofmia 
poppies, c'aliiopsis, goditia, nastiir 
tiums and portulaca. Some perfei 
in alkaline condition as do candy 
tuft, alyssum, mignonette, pansy 
poppy, prox, nasturtium, sweet 
pea and zinnia. A few tolerate 
quite acid Conditions as callippsis 
licotiana, verbena and castor-beai 
Others are but slightly effected 
yy moderate degrees of either aci 
lity of alkalinity. 

Gfenerally. your annual beds wil 
benefit from'the addition of tw< 
nches of well-rotted manure or 
.lomppst, f „ , , , * j

Perennials, like annuals, diffe- 
n their soil requirements. Tlv 
working in of fine, well decayec 
nanure or compost into the sot 
letween the plants each spring 
iust after growth is well starter 
v-ill be helpful. Should manure not 
be available, some commercial fert 
ilizer can be worked into the soil 

If you have a corner of the gal¬ 
led where grass does not thrive, 
try planting lily of the valley. The’ 
to well in full or half shade, take 
very little care and the fresh leave 
md waxy white flowers have i 
Tagrance all their ow-n. 

To help your lawn a sprinkling 
af fertilizer as early as posibh 
n the spring is very benefical. I 
.he soil is poor however, a thii 
ayer of fine manure should br 
used. Leaving the grass clippings 
is they are cut will put strength 
into the soil. All fertilizers must 
lave moisture in order to do muc! 
good.

Just before spring cleaning ir 
a good, time to go through youi 
wardrobe and drawer's and pick 
tut the garments which you car 
do without and pack them off to 
the used clothing drive conducted 
by your church or club. 

If there are items which have

better use of them. They are just 
overcrowding your premises. Yov 
will do yourself and some one less 
fortunate a good turn by giving 
them away. Just see that they are 
clean and in decent wearing con¬ 
dition before you turn them in.

Norwegian Consul Leaves For Norway 

After spending nearly eight years in Canada, mostly in 
Sdmontcn, Mr. Per Gisvold, with his wife and three children, 
is returning to his native Norway to reside. 

Mr. Gisvold graduated in law | 


Tom Oslo University in 1943. He 
■erved his country during the 
Second World War when Germany 
nvaded Norway, taking part in the 
Horten and Hegra campaigns. For 
i time he was in the naval secret 
service and later served with the 
militia in Sweden. In Norway in 
945 he received his discharge with 
the rank of Second Lieutenent. 

After the war Mr. Gisvold prac¬ 
ticed law in Trondheim and served 
me, year as court judge. He came 
to Canada in 1952 and attended 
University of Alberta, graduating 
in 1955. He was employed by the 
government of Canada 'agricultural 
economics division, doing research 
work in water laws in western 
Canada, a scheme initiated by the 
Tairie Farmers Rehabilitation ad 
ministration. He had a book pub¬ 
lished in 1959. dealing with the 
Laws of Rivers and Lakes in Al¬ 
berta and Manitoba. 

Mr. Gisvold was admitted to the 
Alberta Bar in January, 1958 and 


practised as a member of the law 
firm of Jones, Trofimuk and Gis¬ 
vold until recently. 

He served as vice-president of 
the League of Norsemen and was a 
charter member of the same group. 
For two years he served as auditor 
for the Scandinavian Centre Co¬ 
operative Association. 

During- the illness of late vice- 
consul Sivertsen, Mir. Gisvold ser¬ 
ved at vice-consul, and was ap¬ 
pointed as Norwegian consul in 
March 1957, serving in this capac¬ 
ity until just prior to leaving for 
Norway in March, 1960. He will 
practise law in Oslo, Norway, 

The Gisvold family will be missed 
by their many friends in Edmonton, 
as well as by members of the 
League of Norsemen and Scandina¬ 
vian Centre. All unite in extend¬ 
ing to them the best wishes for 
success and happiness on their re¬ 
turn to their native Norway.

A Canada department of -agri¬ 
culture economist, studying finan¬ 
cial statements of 13 groups of 
'arm in four western provinces 
found that the average return to 
;he farmer for his labor and capital 
at- about 40 percent of the gross 
ncome. 

In other words, explains C. K. 
Varkaris, for every dollar of gross 
ncome, the farmer had a return of 
0 cents. , 

One group of farms in Alberta 
bowed a negative return in a year 
when crop yields were low. 

In British Columbia', farms sur¬ 
veyed in the Rocky Mountain 
Trench area averaged a 40 per cent 
return on gross income, with mixed 
'.ivestock farms leading- with about 
70 per cent. In the central region, 
farms surveyed averaged 47 per 
cent of gross income. Livestock 
crop farming had a return of 64 
oer cent. Sixty-five Fraser Valley 
iairy farms had returns amounting 
to 43, per cent of grdss, and on 
Vancouver Island, another 29 daily

LONDON — After being driven 
from British tables by the myxo¬ 
matosis plague, rabbits are now 
staging a comeback. 

- A contingent of 600 “does’’ re¬ 
cently imported from New Zea¬ 
land has already gone to work in 
a plant which is expected to pro¬ 
duce 18,000 young rabbits a year. 

Each doe is supposed to produce 
lour litters a year averaging eight 
little ones in each. At the age of 
two months a rabbit should weigh 
four pounds, compared to the three 
pounds of a broiler chicken at the

The aim is to capture part ol 
the chicken market which nor 
absorbs 75.000.000 broilers a year 
in Britain. 

Broilers now cost about 56 cents 
a pound in London. Young rabbits 
would only cost 38 cents a pound

Auditoriums Not 
Expected To Pay

Operations of the auditoriums 
cost $509 627 while revenues to¬ 
talled $174,315 in the 1958-59 fiscal 
year, resulting in a deficit of $335,- 
311. 

The auditorium in Edmonton pro¬ 
duced a deficit of $177,899 while 
the Calgary auditorium had a de¬ 
ficit of $157,411. 

Mr. Hinman said the auditoriums 
are rented at "very low cost” to 
cultural, charitable and religious

E. and Vic¬ 
toria Pk. bank which Mr. Robinson 
managed.
